Commissioners of Emigration. 
Within the last few years the Commission- 
ers of Emigration have rendered consideratile 
service (6 the cotiitry by the transmission of 
newly arrived emigrants. to districts where 
labor was in demand... Thousands of those 
who were thus sent forward. would have be- 
come paupers and been dependent on public 
alms for support,-had they been forced to re- 
main in the crowded sea-board <ities’ of the 
Union. -It isto ‘be expected that the vast 
eomcourse of emigrants who yearly. arrive in 
the United States from all parts of Europe, 
wit carry with.them much:of evil as well as 
good——inconvenience as. well as advantage ; 
but ithe evil. is mitigated’ and the good in- 
creased by the well organized plan of action 
adopted by the Commissioners of Emigration. 
The rapid progress in the path of wealth.and 
greatness which this country has. made; and 
for which the history of the world affords.no 
parallel, is to, be mainly attributed to the im- 
portation of available labor. The’ discipline 
of this labor and its proper flisposal form an 
“fmportant item in our social’ economy ; ‘and 
“we therefore regret that the means at the 
disposal of the Commissioners of Emigration 
are inadequate to. the full development of the 
plan of operations which they have adopted. 
They receive from the consignee of the. ves- 
sel two dollars a head for évery emigrant arri- 


ving in the port. of New-York, which consti-. 


tutes a general fund for the aid and benefit of 
those who may be utider the necessity of 
applying for relief. If any parties forwarded 
to any.of the.counties in the State of New- 
York, become destitute, the ‘Commissioners 
are liable for their support.

Displays in the Park, .Madison-square, 
PN eres nag and Elsewhere. 
postpenement of the Fireworks on the night 
of ae Fourth resulted ‘only in temporary disap- 
pointment to our sight-lovingtitizens. The show 
which was suspended by. the unpropitious weather 
outhe “ Glorious Anniversary,” came off in all its 
anticipated splendor last night, and more than 
surpassed the great’ ‘expectations which — were 
formed, respecting it... A finer display of fire works 
we have never seen in our City—the only draw, 
back to the entertainment, as far as the Park was 
concerned, being the long interval which’ the’ gen- 
tlemen who 5 touched them off,” saw fit to inter- 
pose. between..the pieces, The crowd was.im- 
mense, and the interest manifested, especially by 
ladies and juveniles, was very.great. While. day- 
light-yet lingered-in the City, the Park began to be 
filléd-' with people, chiefly of thé unwashed and 
greasy class. A few respectable people—respecta- 
ble,.we mean, as far as apparel and the appliance 
of seap and water endorsed them externally—kept 
dropping in among them, till about § o’cloek, when 
the ‘first rocket’ was let off, by ‘which time the
